Infants’  garments  for  necessitous  cases  are  provided 
by  this  Committee  and  the  work  of  the  Committee  is  much  appreciated. 

(3)  Ante-Natal  Clinic. — The  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  once  a 
week  under  the  charge  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical 

Officer. 

Expectant  mothers  are  examined  and  advised,  and  the  midwife 
interested  in  the  case  is  written  to  if  not  present.

Of  the  City  patients  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic  during  the 
year,  324  were  new  bookings  during  1941  ; the  remainder  (67)  having 
first  attended  in  1940.  Of  the  County  patients  133  booked  during  1941, 
and  23  first  attended  in  1940. 

CHESTER  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  under  reveiw  a notable  advance  in  co-operation 
between  the  City  Council  and  Cheshire  County  Council  for  the  best 
use  of  available  hospital  accommodation  in  the  area  was  made. 

On  1st  April,  1941,  the  admission  of  Cheshire  County  patients 
to  the  City  Hospital  was  introduced.  The  term  “approved  County 
Patient”  is  used  and  means  any  sick  person  in  the  administrative 
County  of  Cheshire  whose  removal  to  the  City  Hospital  is  previously 
authorised  or  subsequently  approved  in  writing  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  such  previous  authority  shall  be  deemed  to  be  given 
in  the  case  of  a person  who  is — 

(a)  at  the  time  of  such  removal  resident  in  the  Urban  District 
of  Hoole  or  Northwich  or  the  Rural  District  of  Chester, 
Runcorn,  or  Tarvin,  and 

(b)  certified  by  a medical  practitioner  to  be  in  need  of  hospital 
treatment  either 

(1)  for  acute  medical  or  surgical  condition, 

(2)  as  a maternity  case  for  medical  or  surgical  reasons. 

The  County  Council  contribute  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  each 
patient  and  the  Almoner  assesses  patients  contributions  as  for  City 
cases  and  collects  such  contributions  forwarding  them  to  the  County. 
The  scheme  is  working  well  and  should  be  of  mutual  advantage  to  both 
Councils. 

There  is  also  an  arrangement  whereby  complicated  midwifery 
cases  are  admitted  from  the  County  of  Merioneth.  The  latter  contribute 
full  cost  to  the  City  Hospital  for  such  patients  and  this  arrangement 
works  harmoniously. 

Staffing. 

During  the  year  considerable  difficulty  lias  been  experienced 
with  nursing  and  domestic  staff.  '1'his  is  by  no  means  peculiar  to 
the  City  Hospital,  it  is  widespread.  Nurses’  salaries  have  been  in- 
creased during  the  year  but  with  little  result  on  the  supply.  Midwives, 
Staff  Nurses  and  Assistant  Nurses  appear  the  main  difficulty.  Full 
use  has  been  made  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve,  but  calls  have  had 
to  be  made  on  nursing  co-operations  for  trained  stall’  which  is  an 
expensive  procedure. 


The  Hospital  has  been  fortunate  in  letaining  an  authorised 
establishment  of  three  Resident  Medical  Officers  and  it  is  hoped  this 
will  not  be  diminished  as  the  work,  particularly  surgical  and  midwifery, 
is  on  the  increase. 

On  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  School  Dental  Surgeon  the 
Senior  School  Dental  Officer’s  services  became  available  for  the 
hospital. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  was  not  so  busy  as  in  1940.  On  1st 
January,  1941,  58  patients  were  in  hospital  and  567  were  admitted 

during  the  year.  A decrease  of  56  from  1940.  The  number  of  patients 
remaining  in  hospital  on  1st  January,  1942,  was  30.  The  total  number 
of  City  patients  was  418  while  the  remainder,  149,  were  from  other 
areas. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  admitted  was  92,  a 
decrease  from  last  year  of  20.  City  cases  numbered  80,  two  of  which 
were  complicated  with  Diphtheria.  The  cases  were  mild  and  complica- 
tions were  few.

City  Hospital  Maternity  Unit. 

I he  number  ol  women  confined  in  hospital  during  the  year  was 
494.  1 he  number  of  women  admitted  for  ante-natal  treatment  was  no. 

Cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  numbered  two. 

1 hree  maternal  deaths  occured  and  were  due  to  (1)  puerperal 
septicaemia  (2)  eclampsia  (3)  ante-partum  haemorrhage. 

There  were  twenty-nine  still  births  and  thirteen  children  died 
within  ten  days  of  birth.

There  are  five  municipal  midwives  employed  by  the  Corporation.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Midwives  Act  the  Local  Authority 
paid  the  whole  or  part  of  the  doctor’s  fee  when  called  in  on  an  emergency 
by  the  midwife  in  33  cases,  a decrease  of  54  from  last  year.

There  is  a Fracture  and  Orthopaedic  Department  at  the  Royal 
Infirmary  organised  according  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Inter 
Departmental  Committee  on  the  Rehabilitation  of  Persons  injured  by 
accidents.  A Fracture  Clinic  is  held  daily.  The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon 
of  the  Royal  Infirmary  is  also  on  the  Staff  of  the  City  Hospital  where 
beds  are  provided  for  Orthopaedic  cases. 

In  addition,  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints  and  other 
orthopaedic  conditions  are  treated  at  the  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Elunt 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oswestry,  under  whose  guidance  an  Orthopaedic 
After  Care  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  2,  Kings  Buildings,  King  Street, 
Chester.

WATER. 

The  City  water  supply  is  obtained  through  the  Chester  Water- 
works Company.  The  water  is  derived  from  the  River  Dee  and 
subsequently  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the  Company’s  works.  The 
standard  of  purity — absence  of  Bacillus  Coli  in  100  c.c.’s  of  the  water 
as  supplied  to  t he  consumer — has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  supply,  including  water 
from  various  filter  beds,  have  been  carried'  out  twice  every  month.  In 
addition  chemical  analyses  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst 
every  month,  and  the  following  table  gives  the  results  of  these  analyses. 
In  the  month  of  May  and  subsequent  months  the  samples  were  taken 
from  the  “Low  Level  Tank  (Pure)”.  This  contains  the  purified  filtered 
water  prior  to  the  clorine  treatment  on  passing  to  the  main  Tank 
for  distribution.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Our  campaign  was  continued  during  the  year  and  664  children 
including  278  under  five  years  of  age  were  immunised. 


In  addition  327  children  had  a posterior  schick  test  done  of  whom 
7 were  found  to  be  positive. 

I estimate  that’  approximately  60  per  cent,  of  the  children  in 
Chester  under  15  years  of  age  have  been  immunised  against  diphtheria 
since  the  commencement  of  our  scheme  in  1930. 

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

The  care  of  the  blind  in  Chester  has  been  delegated  to  the 
Chester  and  District  Blind  Welfare  Society.  The  Local  Authority 
contributes  a sum  towards  the  administration  expenses  of  the  Society 
and  is  represented  on  the  management. 


There  were  95  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Eight  licences  were  issued  for  wireless  sets  to  blind  people. 


The  health  visitor  paid  200  visits  to  blind  persons  during  the 

year.

Seven  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  in  non-notified  cases.  Of 
these  six  were  the  subject  of  inquests  (four  respiratory  and  two  non- 
respiratory).  One  was  an  inward  transfer. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS) 

REGULATIONS,  1925. 

There  has  been  no  occasion  to  act  under  this  regulation. 

CLEANSING  AND  DISINFECTION  OF  VERMINOUS 
PERSONS  AND  THEIR  BELONGINGS. 

A shampoo  station  is  freely  used  for  the  cleansing  of  heads  of 
school  children.  In  cases  of  body  vermin,  which  are  fortunately  few, 
they  are  treated  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
where  clothes  and  bedding  are  also  treated.  Occasionally  we  are  asked 
to  deal  with  an  adult,  who  is  dealt  with  in  a similar  fashion.  During 
the  year  143  cases  of  scabies  were  treated  as  out-patients  at  the  Iso- 
lation Hospital. 
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CANCER. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Cancer  are  available 
at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary  which  is  equipped  with  Radium  Deep 
X-Ray  Therapy  and  Endo-diathermy  supplied  by  the  Cheshire  and 
North  Wales  Group  Executive  of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign. 

The  Radium  Department  was  opened  in  1930  and  Dr.  Ralston 
Paterson  of  the  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute,  Man- 
chester, acts  as  consultant. 

Cases  of  cancer  are  sent  from  the  City  and  surrounding  areas. 
Beds  are  available  for  in-patient  treatment  in  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

City  cases  can  be  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  administered  by 
the  Local  Authority,  but  only  operative  treatment  can  be  undertaken 
and  if  Radium  or  Deep  X-Ray  Therapy  is  necessary,  cases  may  be 
transferred  for  treatment  in  the  Royal  Infirmary.
